
INTRODUCTION

The California Environmental Protection
Agency, Department of Toxic Substances
Control (DTSC) has prepared this fact sheet
to provide information on a proposed Class
3 Permit Modification for Evergreen Oil Inc.
(EOI) an existing used oil recycling facility,
located at 6880 Smith Avenue, Newark,
California.  The original facility permit was
issued on October 10, 1985.

EOI operates an existing oil recycling
facility in the City of Newark.  The facility
receives, stores, and re-refines used oil and
produces base lube oil.  Used oil is also
blended with other used oil or process
products and shipped off site as fuel oil that
meets State specifications.  Used oil is
classified as hazardous waste in the State of
California.  This fact sheet summarizes the
documents available for public review and
comment and describes how you can
participate in the DTSC decision-making
process.

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FACILITY DESCRIPTION/
BACKGROUND

EOI is located on a 7-acre site zoned MG
(General Industrial) within an urbanized
area surrounded by industrial sites.  The EOI
facility was built in 1985 on a previously
undeveloped parcel, and has been operating
under a State Hazardous Waste Permit
issued on October 10, 1985. The facility
consists of storage tanks, re-refining
processes and administrative offices and
laboratory. The facility accepts used oil
(California waste #221).  The used oil is re-
refined into base oil products, asphalt, and
distillate fuel products.

Used oil is currently accepted from off-site
generators for treatment.  Most of the oil is
certified as recycled oil, which then may be
sold as fuel or which may be further
processed at the facility to produce specific
grades of finished base lubricating oils.
Other by-products of the lube distillate
production process include an asphalt flux,
which contains heavy distillation fractions,
wastewater, and raw gas oil.   As stated
above, used oil may also be blended with
other used oil and/or processed petroleum
products to produce marketable fuel, which
meets the requirements for recycled oil. 

Treatment facilities employed to produce the
recycled oil include receiving tanks (where
blending of individual loads of used oil
occurs), and designated storage tanks where
used oil is blended and certified to meet
recycled oil specifications. 

PROPOSED PERMIT
MODIFICATION

This proposed Class 3 permit modification
would authorize EOI to: 

1) Increase the used oil process
capacity from 17 to 30 gallons per minute.
The total authorized annual throughput for
used oil at Newark Facility will not exceed
15,768,000 gallons.

2) Receive, consolidate and store
antifreeze in an existing 25,000 gallon Tank
501 D for further transportation and
recycling. The annual antifreeze capacity is
750,000 gallons.

3) Use of the Mohawk Treatment
process in the re-refining process. This
involves the addition of sodium hydroxide to
the used oil to prevent pipe and equipment
fouling.

4) Receive used oil without regard to
the water content of the used oil.

This proposed Class 3 permit modification
does not require the construction or
installation of new equipment or change of
the facility’s operating conditions except as
indicated in the Class 3 permit modification
application.

PERMIT STATUS

EOI has been in operation since 1986.  The
1985 Hazardous Waste Facility Permit was
issued for a five years term, which expired
on October 10, 1990.  DTSC, however,
allowed EOI to continue to operate under
the terms of expired permit since it had
submitted renewal application prior to the
expiration of the permit.  DTSC also granted
EOI two variances granting exemption from
hazardous waste permit requirements.  The
first variance issued on August 24, 1988
authorized EOI to accept and treat up to
50,000 gallons per month of waste
antifreeze (automotive coolant). The
variance was renewed on September 19,
1990, until October 1, 1995.  This variance
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was not renewed after 1995.  The second
variance was issued on June 24, 1991 and
expired on July 1, 1996.  This variance
authorized the increase in used oil
processing capacity for re-refinery from 17
gallons per minutes to 30 gallons per
minutes, which is equivalent to 43,300
gallons/day.  DTSC also approved a
modification to the permit on April 16,
1997, which authorized EOI to blend
different batches of used oil to produce
fuels.

The permit renewal application with
modifications is currently pending.
Revisions to the permit application and a
Human Health Risk Assessment must still
be completed.

On December 14, 2000 DTSC issued a
Temporary Authorization for 180 days to
allow EOI to conduct the activities listed in
the proposed Class 3 Permit Modification.
This Temporary Authorization was extended
on June 12, 2000 for an additional 180 days.

ENFORCEMENT HISTORY

In December 2000, a court approved a
settlement between the DTSC and EOI to
resolve numerous violations alleged by
DTSC against EOI. Some of the alleged
violations include: unlawful storage,
treatment, and disposal of hazardous waste;
failure to conduct testing of recycled oil;
failure to certify recycled oil shipments;
failure to follow the Waste Analysis Plans,
and; various paperwork violations.  One
condition of the settlement requires that EOI
cease burning hazardous waste at its Newark
Facility.

COMPLIANCE WITH THE
CALIFORNIA ENVIRONMENTAL
QUALITY ACT (CEQA

On December 15, 2000, DTSC filed a
Notice of Determination with the State
Clearinghouse that documented the use of
the City of Newark’s Mitigated Negative
Declaration in assessing potential impacts
associated with the Temporary
Authorization approved by DTSC in
December 2000.  The terms and conditions
of this Temporary Authorization would be
formalized into this Class 3 Permit
Modification.  The environmental
assessment conducted for the Temporary
Authorization was used by DTSC as the
basis for meeting its obligations under
CEQA for this Class 3 Permit Modification.
Based on this assessment, DTSC concludes
that impacts associated with this project
would be less than significant.

The public is invited to comment on the
proposed Class 3 Permit Modification
during the 45-day public comment period,
which starts October 16, 2001 and ends
November 30, 2001. At the close of the
comment period, DTSC will make a final
determination after considering all
comments. All those who comment will be
notified of the decision and their comments
will be responded to.
